Foreign Ifems,

—The Prugsian sensators have not seen the
end of their troubles yet. Their cry for re-
trenobment has been visited upon them with
bumorous vengeapce. When the Rhenish
members presented themselves the other day
at the Burean to obtain, as I8 customary in
that simple-minded country where it is the
candidnte and not the voter who is compen-
sated, their travelling expenges, they received
to thelr amazement one thaler leas than they
had paid. On their remonstrance the oclerk

olitely pointed out to them that since the
ast sesaion certain branch lines had been
opened by which they might have saved just
three shillings. It was useless for the sena-
tors to plead that they had not used these
new lines because they never heard of them,
and, indeed, they were mnot quite open to
traflio. The M. P.'s paid, but their grumbles
are lond and continuous.

—The sculptures from Halicarnassus,
which, on their arrival in London, were de-
posited in temporary gheds erected for their
reception outside the British Mezenm, are now
in process of removal to the interior, and will
be disposed of in the Egyptian, Elgin, and
Iloman galleries. In the Homan gallery an
additional shelf has Leen provided for a num-
ber of ancient busts, and the walls are colored
to & higher shade of red, adapted to give effect
to the marbles. A [statue of Hadrian, from
Cyrene, of great antiquity, is also placed in
this gallery. Some very interesting statues
from the recently-acqnired Farnese collestion
have been arranged in the Kgyptian saloon;
the bassi relievi, and detached friezes, together
with a figure of Mercury and the ancient copy
of the famons Diadermenos, are now exhibited
in the diflerent sculptare galleries.
~—The Rnssian Government has decided
upon sssistinﬁ the starving Finns by sendiog
them ont bodily to colonize the Amoor regions.
An old German vessel has been bought for
this purpose at the price of 30,000 rounbles,
and the emigrants will be carried by insatal-
ments from Bremen. Everyman isto receive,
on his arrival, two hundred acres of ground,
free of taxes, for twenty-four years, together
with the necessary implements, cattle, etc.
This stock, as well as the expenses of the
journey, is to be repaid in eight years' time,
by instalments, to commence after the fourth
year. The four-and-twenty years over, the
colonist will be called upon to pay a tax for
his land, at the moderate rate of twenty-four
roubles apnually. It is said thattbe lMinns
are very grateful, and that both they and
Russia are likely to profit greatly by this
colonization.

—The statement issued on behalf of Mr.
Peabody’s trustees appears to digpose com-
pletely of the complaints concernivg the ad-
ministration of the fund, for in the first place
an account is given of the ocoupations of per-
gons in possession of the buildings already
erected, and in the next it is shown that these
tenants receive low wages and pay a very
moderate sum a8 rent. 1t was Mr. Peabody’s
own design to assist the industrions poor, not
to do the work of parochial authorities by
attempting to deal with actual pauperism.
The poor, a8 he believed, suffer many dis-
advantages from not haviog comfortable and
decent homes, and to the supply of this
special want Le wished his fund to be devoted.
When three excellent rooms can be had free
of rates and taxes for 53, a week, with baths,
washivg-rooms, and laundries in the house
for the use of tenauts, it is obvions to us all
how much reason there was in the charge that
the fund was being turned into a *‘cornmereial
gpeculation.”” It i8 quite evident that the
complainants wrote, as many people like to
write, withont taking the trouble to acquire
proper information beforehand,

—Ifdhere bad been any donbt as to the cur-
rent of popular opiniou in France on the sub-
ject of capital punishment, it wonld be set at
1e6t by the conclusion of the trial of the Mar-
geilles prisoners. It ia clear that there is mo
erime g0 horrible, no murder so crusland das-
tardly, but that the discriminating eye of a
French jury candiscover in it the sxtennating
cirenmstances which sgave the perpetrator
from the guillotine, Therenaver was a case
more gurely proved than that against the man
Joye. He had not only supplied the polson
which bad epabled two of the wives to kill
their husbands, but had sotually persnaded
one of them to commit the deed. From be-
ginnivg to end there is no shadow of exonse
for bim., e murdered for pay. Yet this
wrelch is gentenced not to death, nor even to
penal servitude for life, but only for twenty
years. Mdmes, Ville, Gabriel, and Faony
Lamberte are let off with the same punish-
went, Balvago keing condemned for life. As
to Flsyol and Marie Dye, they, as might bg
expected, escaped scot free. Joye himsell ap-
pears to have thought that in his instance the
proverbial laxity of & French jury would give
way, for whilst in prison he tried to commit
guicide in three different ways., This was just
the instance where death inflicted by justice
would Lave the deterrent effeot which mun-
kind has always asoribed to it.

~—There is no new thiog under the sun.
The velovipede mania which is now at its
height in  France was very violent in
England filty years ago. A colored engraving
publisbed by Ackerman in February, 1510,
shows the * Pedestrian Hobbyhorse, now exhi-
Liting at 377 Strand, Mr. Johnson, patentes,
76 Long-Acre.” It i8 identical with the two-
whesled velocipede now to be seen all over
Paris (where it has penetrated to the stage in
Hr-p-u'vmq-?hlmlfl, at the Atkinés), except
ihat it was worked mot by treadles attached
to one of the wheels, but by putting the, foet
to the gronnd on esch side, just As the present
French velocipede has to be started. Tae de-
soription given on the engraving says: —

Tobis mucbive is of the most simplo Kind,
supported by two light wheels runulug on the

same line] the front wheel turningon s pivol
which, by means of a shorl lever, gives the
direction In turning to one slide or Lthe olbher,
the hind wheels nlways ruanniog in one diree-
tion, Thoe rider mounis it and seats himself in
nsnddle convenlently fixed on the baok of the
horse l!hllmnd to be called sn)and placed 1o
the middle between the wheels: the fest are
piaced fiat on Lthe ground, so that in the frst
step to give the machine motion, the heel
should be the part of the foot to toush the
ground, and 8o on with the olher foot alter-
nately, as If walking on the hoeels, observiog
plways to begin the movement very genlly, In
the front, before the rider, Is placed a cushlon
to rest the prms on while the hands hold the
lever which gives direction to the machine, a8
nlgo 1o balnnee It if Incliving to either sie
when the opposite arm s pressed on Lhe
ouehlon,

As was the custom of the day, a clond of
colored oaricatures at once appeared, the
legend beneath one of which, published by
Tegg, representing a race between a horse
and the velocipede, carries the origin of the
machine further back. *“This famons hobby-
horte was bred in Germany; after wlnniu’g
everything there, was ehipped for Long-nore.”
Another, published by John Hudson, of
Cheapaide, i8 a flerce veteran monunted on a
velocipede, which is ocalled “The Dand
Charger.” One of Tegg's shows Richard Il1
offering his kingdom for a horse, and Bir
William Catesby, instead of replying, ‘‘With-
draw, my lord, I'll help yon to a horse,"’ Bays,
“‘My liege, hera's & swift hobby will convey
you from the flald as fast as yonr legs will
permit yon.”’ The following weak lines appear
on another of Tegg's engravings: —

Yon bave heard of old Pegasus llylng, no doubl,

But our Hobbles now bea' him, good lack,
For when you are tired of riding abount,

You mpy carry your horge on your baglk.

Curiously enough, thege rhymes have
alwost an exaot counterpar! in ‘‘Le Patit
Poneet,”” where the actor who enters on the
velocipede makes his exit oarrying it over his
shoulder.

—It i evident, from a letter of Mr. I, Con-
ingsby, says the Fall Mall Gazette, that the
workingmen are not in any way responsible
for the insult lately levelled at Mr. Reverdy
Johpson., As we have believed all along, not-
witheétanding the very positive contradictions
put forward, ‘‘the middle-olass advisers’ of
the working men have contrived to cast this
reproach upon their name. The Heform
League did not put a stop to the dinner iu its
oficial capacity; bat the leaders of the League
did, prompted by their invariable desire to
agsociate their names with everything in
which the workingmen are taking a part.
According to Mr. Coningsby’s statement, the
pergon who is chiefly responsible, as far as
public acts were concerned, for most nn-
worthy treatment of the American Minister is
Mr. Beales, that well-tried and judicious
friend of the workingman. He thrust himself
into the affair apparently with a predeter-
mined purpose to bring it to confusion: but
bebind Mr. Beales were ‘‘the well-meaning
men who, without the possibility of publisity,
direct the tremendous power of the trade
unions.” It is probably not difficult to iden-
tify the ‘‘gentlemen who are in the habit of
giving private advice'’ to workingmen. Their
lemger too clearly betrays them. Ope can
hardly fail to recognize the little knot of ex-
treme politicians who use their influence with
the working classes to gratify their personal
predilections and disseminate their sour
fanaticism. The wonder is that the work-
ingmen themselves do mnot understand
and resent this dictation and “back-stairs
interference.’”” Are they mnot able to form
an opinion of their own upon =a
point of common civility? Must they
£0 to Mr. Beales for guidance ! Mr. Coningsby
makes a half-pathetioc lament over the infla-
ence of M. Beales and the other ““private ad-
vigers,”” He would have withdrawn from the
whole affair at once, but thought it better to
remain to the end, in order get the message
conveyed to Mr, Johnson by men who might
be trusted ‘‘not to shake their fists in his
face.'”” He explains, however, that he and
his friends were perfectly able to carry out
the projected dinner to Mr. Johuson, but
““‘were not able to ensare him against pos-
sible annoyance from some of the gentlemen
who meet weekly to decide npon the policy of
ireat Britain. Perhaps Mr. Reverdy John-
son may recall certain influences in his own
conntry which may render Beale’s quite
intelligible. Future American ministers will
be very careful how they have to deal with
Lpglish workingmen,

Increage, If the trust be mnot rightly ad-
ministered, the courts will compel
proper execution upon _the complaint

of the soverclgn power, the Legislatare, or of
1he beneflolaries, Now there I8 no complaint
that the charlly 18 not properly adminlstered,
and it does not appear ithat there now Is, or
ever will be, any residue to apply to Lthe second-
ary object (the {Jmnperlly of the elly, eto.) If
that time should ever arrive, the question
whelher the charlty shall be go applled as to
bave the “effeet to diminlsh the burden of taxa-
tion” on all the corporation, or only those
within the former boundaries of the city, will
bave to be decided. In the meantime the helrs
at law of the lestator bhave no concern in the
mm’rlvr. or any right to interfere by a blll in
equity.
